And the ſame hour was there a great 
earthquake | or fame day], and in the earthquake were ſlain 
of men ſeven thouſand. 


6 HE meaning is, that in the commotions, maſ- 
1 facres, tumults, and wars which will be through- 
out the empire, ſuch a number of men will be ſlain: 
which is either put for a greater number, a certain for 
an uncertain (as in Rom. xi. 4. and perhaps in reference 
$0 an account there), otherwiſe ſeven thouſand is but a 
ſmall number to be ſlain in battle; or as it is in the 
original text, „he NAMES of MEN 7000.” Now it is 

obſerved by ſome, that the ſmalleſt name of number 
belonging to men is a centurian, or captain of an hun- 

\ dred men; and ſuppoſing that to be meant, then ſeven 
thouſand names of men will imply that in an hour, or a 
fortnight's time, may be ſlain throughout all Europe in 
battles and maſſacres about 700,000 men, which is a 
very large number: or names of men may ſignify men of 
name, of great renown (as in Numbers xvi. 2.) and then 
if ſeven thouſand men of name, officers in armies ſhould 
be ſlain, how great muſt be the number of common ſol- 
diers? Some thought that ecclefraſtical dignities, or men 
: - _ diſtinguiſhed by names and titles, ſuch as cardinals, arch- 
biſhops, biſhops, prieſts, and the whole rabble of the

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Antichriſtian hierarchy, which will now fall and be Uta 
terly demoliſhed, are intended. a

Not only in the deſcription of the two beaſts, but in 
what follows as to the number of the beaſt, theſe two 
now coaleſcing in one, and have one and the ſame num = 
ber; and to wrap it up, and conceal it in ſuch an obſcure 
manner, ſhows great wiſdom in God; as it requires 
much in men, and ſerves greatly to exerciſe all his 
intellectual powers to find it out: let him that hath un- 
derftanding count the number of the beaſt ; whoever has 
ſkill in numbers, let him make uſe of it, that he may 
know the name and nature of the Antichriſtian beaſt, and 
the numerical letters of his name, or the number of him, 
and of the time when he roſe and when he will expire: 
for it is the number of a man — or that which is 
contained in the name of a man: and his number 1s fix 
hundred three ſcore and fix : —# Ludovicus (Louis) 
or Lewis, making up the ſame number; and may denote 
the deſtruction of Antichriſt, which will duch follow 
the downfal of the kingdom of France. ©

ſo the effect of it is mens' being ſcorched or burned with 
fire, which yet does not make them to turn to God, but blaſ- 


pheme his name the more, as we may ſee, v. 9. Now | 


as this vial muſt begin where the other ends, viz. at or a 
| Uttle after the year 1648; ſo I cannot ſee but it muſt de- 
note the wars that followed the peace of Munſter, with 
other incidental occurrences. Now we find that the 
French hoſtilities and wars in Flanders began about this 
time. And though this fire ſeemed to be quenched by 
Pyrenean peace, about ten years after that of Munſter : 
yet this proved rather fuel to the flame, which broke out 
With mote violence than before, by the ſeizure of Lorrain, 
the new conqueſts of the French in Burgundy and Flan- 


ders, and the wars upon Germany, and invaſion on the 


Low Countries. To which we may add the French 
King's quarrels with ſeveral Popes, about the reſtitution 
of Caſtro, the rights of the Duke of Modena, the affair 
of Corſi, and about the regale and the franchiſes. Now 
feeing the bombarding of towns and cities was chiefly made 
uſe of in theſe latter wars, we may now fee how properly 
the ſcorching and burning men from above (as if the ſun. 


had ſent down fire and: heat from his own body) is made 


uſe of to characteriſe the time of this vial. But the chief 


thing to be taken notice of here, is, that the ſun and other 


liminaries of heaven, are the emblem of Princes and king- 


dotns, as we took notice before. Therefore the 34 | 


out of this vial on the ſun muſt denote the humiliation o 


ſome eminent potentates of the Romiſh intereſt, whoſe in- 
fluences and countenance cheriſh and ſupport the Papal 
cauſe. And theſe therefore muſt be principally under- 


ſtood of the houſes of Auſtria and Bourbon, though not 
excluſively of other Popifh Princes. Now it is not un- 
Uſual with God to make his enemies cruſh and weaken 
one another. And thus J ſuppoſe this vial is to be un- 
derſtood, when it is faid, that upon the pouring of it out 


on the Sun, power was given o him, i. e. the Sun (as moſt 


 undetitand the words from the connexion), to ſcorch men 
| with 
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with fire, And this is plain in what of the vial is fuf- 
filled, and will be perhaps more fo afterwards. As there- 
fore France was made uſe of, in the inſtances given, to 
vex and ſcorch the Auſtrian family, in both branches of it: 
ſo afterwards was he himſelf tormented, when he ſaw 
himſelf forced to leave Holland, which he was ſo near 
ſurpriſing, An. 1672, and eſpecially when he was forced 
to reſign all his conqueſts in Flanders, by the late peace 
of Reyſwick. It is true, he ſeems now to have got more 
glory than ever, by the acceſſion of his grandſon to the 
Spaniſh monarchy : but then this is by an eclipſe upon 
the Auſtrian family, which is expired in the firſt bianch 
of it. And who knows but this advancement may lay the 
foundation of the ruin or decay of the French power, by 
_ exhauſting that kingdom, both as to men and money, in 
defence of a weak monarchy? In the mean time, we 
ſee this vial has already taken place, in darkening the 
glory of King James (whom the Papiſts expected new 
conqueſts from) by the hand of King William; by whom 
alſo God put a ſtop to the career of the French monarch 
in his conqueſts in Flanders and on the Rhine. And we 
{ce it further poured out, in the eclipſe of the Auſtrian 
family, 'by the loſs of Spain and its dependant principa- 
| lities, as alſo in defeating the wicked deſigns of the three 
confederate monarchs, of Poland, Denmark, and Ruſſia. 


& And now, ſeeing I have marked out the time we are 
in at preſent, it is time alſo to put a ſtop to our Apoca- 
lypical thoughts: ſeeing no man can pretend, upon any 
Juſt ground, to calculate future times. However, ſeeing 
T have come ſo far, I ſhall adventure to preſent you fur- 
ther with ſome conjectural thoughts on this head; for I 
am far from the preſumption of ſome men, to give them 
any higher character. 


Now my conjectures ſhall relate to two things, viz. 


to the remaining part of this vial, and to the other vials - 
that follow this. | 


Fe And, I. as to the remaining part of this vial, I do 
bumbly ſuppoſe that it will came to the higheſt pitch 
: Ip | about

about An. 1717, and that it will run out about the year 
1794. The reaſons for the firſt conjectare are two. 
The firſt is, becauſe I find that the Papa! Kingdom got a 
"conſiderable acceſſion to its power, upon the Roman Wel- 
tern Empire's being deſtroyed, An. 475, to which the He- 
ruli ſucceeded the year following, and the Oſtro-Goths 
afterward. Now if from this remarkable year we begin 


the calculation of the 1260 years, they lead us down to 


A C. 1735, which in pfophetical account is this very 
year 1717, The 2d is, becauſe (as I have many years 
ago obſerved) this year leads us down to a new centenary 
revolution: For is it not obſervable that 7% Hufs and 
Jerome of Prague, (to run this up no further) were burned 
An. 1417? After which the true religion in Bohemia, 
and other places, was more and more obſcured and 
ſuppreſſed, until that famous year 1517, when Luther 
aroſe, and gave the reformation a new reſurrection: 


according to that remarkable prediction of Fereme of 


Prague, centum unnis revolutis Des reſpondebitis & mihi ; 
which the Bohemians afterward ſtamped upon their 
coin as their motto. From which year the reformed 
intereſt did ſtill increaſe (whatever particular ſtops and 


troubles it met with) till the year 1617; about which 


time the German and Bohemian wars began to break out. 
And it is but too obvious, what an ebb hath followed 


ſince that time to this, notwithſtanding the pouring out 


of the ſecond, third, and fourth vials So hat there is 
round to hope, that about the beginning of another 
duch century, things may again alter for the better: For 
J cannot but hope that ſome new mortification of the chief 
| ſupporters of Antichrift will then happen; and perhaps the 
French Monarchy may begin to be conſiderably humbled 
| about that time: that whereas the preſent FRENCH King 
takes the SUN for his emblem, and this for his motto, 
Nec pluribus impar, he may at length, or rather his ſuc- 
ceſſors, and the monarchy itſelf fat leaſt before the year 
1794) be forced to acknowledge, that (in reſpect to neigh- 
bouring potentates (he is even SINGULIS IMPAR: * 


„ But as to the expiration of this vial, I do fear it 
will not be until the year 1794. The reaſon of which

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conjecture is this; that I find the Pope got a new foun - 


Italy, left it in a great meaſure to the Pope's manage- 
ment, being willing to eclipſe his own authority, to ad- 


dation of exaltation, when Juſtinian, upon his conqueſt of 


vance that of this haughty prelate. Now this being in 


the year 552: this, by the addition of the 1260 years, 


reaches down to the year 1811; which, according to 
prophetical account, is the year 1794. And then I do 


ſuppoſe the fourth vial will end, and the fifth commence, 
by a new mortification of the Papacy, after this vial has 
laſted 148 years: which indeed is long, in compariſon 


with the former vials ; but if it be conſidered in relatior. 


to the fourth, fifth, and ſixth trumpets, it is but ſhort, 


ſeeing rhe fourth Jaſted 190 years, the fifth 392, and the 


the ſeat of the beaſt, or the dominions that more imme- 


diately belong to, and depend upon the Roman See; 


that, I ſay, this judgment will probably begin about the 
year 1794, and expire about A. C. 1848. So that the 
duration of it upon this ſuppoſition, will be for the ſpace 
of 54 years. For I do ſuppoſe, that ſeeing the Pope re- 


ceived the title of ſupreme biſhop, no ſooner than An. 
606, he cannot be ſuppoſed to have any vial poured upon 


his ſeat immediately (ſo as to ruin his authority ſo ſig- 
rally as this judgment muſt be ſuppoſed to do) until 
the year 1848, which is the date of the 1260 years in 1 
2323 account, when they are reckoned from An. 606. 
ut yet we are not to imagine that this vial will totally 
deſtroy the Papacy (though it will exceedingly weaken it) 
for we find this ſtill in being and alive, when the next 
vial is poured out. 7 | | 


The 6th vial, ver. 12, &c. will be poured out upon 
the Mahometan Antichriſt, as the former on the Papacy. 
And ſeeing the fixth trumpet brought the Turks from 
beyond Euphrates, from croſſing which river they date 
their rife : This fixta vial dries up their waves; and ex 
haufts their power, as the means and way to prepare and 


liſpeſe the Baflern Kings and kingdoms ta renounce their

“ The 5th vial, ver. 10, 11, which is to be poured bul on 
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| Heatheniſh and Mahometan errors, in order to their receiving 


and embracing Chriſtianity, For I think this is the native 
import of the text, arid not that the Jews. are to be under- 
{ſtood under this denomination of the Kings of the Eaft ; 
which is ſuch an odd ſtraining of it to ſerve a turn, as I 


cannot admit of, Now ſeeing this vial is to deſtroy the 


Turks, we hear of three unclean ſpirits like frogs or 


toads, that were ſent out by Satan, and the remains of 


the polity and church of Rome, called the beaſt and the 
falſe prophet, in order to inſinuate upon the Eaſtern Na- 


tions, upon theit deſerting Mahometiſm, to fall in with 


their idolatrous and ſpurious Chriſtianity, rather than 
with the true reformed doctrine. And theſe meſſengers 


ſhall be ſo ſucceſsful, as to draw theſe Eaſtern Kings and 
their ſubjects, and with them the greateſt part of man- 


kind, to take part with them. So that by the aſſiſtance 
of theſe their agents and miſſionaries they ſhall engage 


the whole world, in ſome manner, to join with them in 
. rooting out the Saints. (And here in a parentheſis Chriſt 


gives a watchword to his ſervants to be upon their guard 
in this hour of trial, ver. 15.) But when the Pope has 
got himſelf at the head of this vaſt army, and has brought 
them to the place of battle, called Armageddon (i. e. the 
place where there will be a moſt diabolical cunning, and 
powerful conſpiracy againſt Chriſt's followers,) then im- 
mediately doth the ſeventh Angel pour out his vial, to 


their ruin and deſtruction. 


6 The 7th vial, therefore, being poured out on the arr, 
ver. 17, brings down thunder, lightning, hail, and ſtorms; 
which together with a terrible earthquake deſtroys all the 
Antichriſtian nations, and particularly Rome, or myſtical 


Babylon. And as Chriſt concluded his ſufferings on the 


croſs with this voice, It is finiſhed ; ſo the churches' ſuf- 
ferings are concluded with a voice out of the temple of 
heaven, and from the throne of God and Chriſt there, 
ſaying, It is done. And therefore with this, doth the 
bleſſed millennium of Chriſt's ſpiritua] reign on earth 
begin, | | 2 
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| © Now ſeeing theſe two vials are, as it were, one con- 
1 tinued, the firft running into the ſecond, and the ſecond 
; completing the firſt; the one giving ns an account of the 
| beaſt's preparations for warring againſt the ſaints, and the 
other ſhewing the event of the whole: There is no need 
to give you any conjectures about the concluſion of the 
6th vial, or the beginning of the laſt ; only you may ob- 
ſerve, that the firſt of theſe will probably take up moſt of 
the time between the year 1848, and the year 2000 ; be- 
| Cauſe ſuch Tong meſſages and intrigues (beſides the time 
ſpent before in deſtroying the Turkiſh Empire) and pre- 
parations for ſo univerſal a war, muſt needs take up a 
great many years: whereas our bleſſed Lord ſeems to tell 
us, that the deſtruction of all thoſe his enemies will be 
accompliſhed ſpeedily, and in a little time, in compariſon 
of the other vial. Suppoſing then that the Turkiſh Mo- 
narchy ſhould be totally deſtroyed between 1848, and 
1900, we may juſtly aſſign 70 or 80 years longer to the 
end of the 6th feal, and but 20 or 30 at moſt to the laſt. 
Now how great and remarkable this laſt deſtruction of 
the papal Antichriſt will be, we may gueſs by that repre- 
ſentation of it, ch. 14, 19, 20, where it is ſet forth under 
the emblem and character of the great wine-preſs of the 
wrath of Gd (Which can refer to nothing properly but 
the event of the 7th vial, as I might ſhew at large had I 
Fi time.) Now this wine-preſs is ſaid to be trodden without 
1 the city (viz. of Jeruſalem or the church, ſeeing this is 
called the city, in ſcripture ſtile, as Rome is called the 
great City), in Armageddon, Rev. 16, 16, which may bear 
alluſion to the valley of Deciſion, Joel 3, 2, 12, 14, How- 
ever the greatneſs of this ſlaughter appears in this, that the 
blood is repreſented to flow in ſuch a current as to reach 
even tothe horſe bridles, viz. of the ſervants of God, em- 
ploy ed in this execution: for without doubt this relates 
io what we have, chap. 19, 14, which I-beſeech you to 
compare with this place. For ye will find that a large 
account is given &f the fall of Babylon, chap. 18, and of the 
triumph of the church upon her final victory over this enemy, 
chap. 19, 1, &c. Andamong other things ſpoken of re- 
lating to the battle and victory obtained at Armageddon, 
ye have this account of the General and his victorious 
| army 
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army, v. 11, &c. And I ſaw heaven opened, and behold a 
white horſe, and he that ſat on him was called Faithful and 
True,--<and he was clothed with a veſture dipped in blood, 
and his name is called the Word of God. And the armes 
which were in heaven followed him upon white horſes, ---—- 
And he treaded the wine-preſs of the fiercencſs and wrath of 
God.---And I ſaw the beaſts and the kings of the earth and 
their armies gathered together to fight with him that ſat on 
the horſe, and againſt his army, And the beaſts and the 
falſe prophet were taken,---and both were caſt alive into a 
lake of fire burning with brimſtone. And the remnant were 
ſlain with the ſword of him that fat upon the horſe, which 
ſword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fawls were 
filled with their fleſh. And now to return to the repre- 
ſentation of this flaughter, by the wrne-preſs of blaad, 
chap. 14, 20, it is further ſaid of it, that it flowed Is the 
height of the horſe bridles, for the ſpace or extent of 1600 
Furlongs. So that Armageddon ſeems to be denoted here 
in the extent of it, as the field of battle, which is now 
turned into a field of blood: Now what place can we 
imagine to be ſo properly meant by this as the territory 
of the ſee of Rome, in Italy, which (as Mr. Joſeph 
Mede, who firſt made this obſervation, ſays) from the 
-city of Rome to the furthermoſt mouth of the river Po 
and the marſhes of Verona, is extended the ſpace of 200 
Italian miles, that is exactly 1600 furlongs ; the Italian 
mile conſiſting of 8 furlongs. Now the Hebrew word 
Armageddon or Harmagaddon ſignifies both a maledic- 
tion or anathema, and a deſtruction or ſlaughter, and 
more fully ſignifies an army or their army. So that both 
the Anathemas darted againſt the faints by the Roman- 
. ſts, and their armies made uſe of againſt them (all which 
proceeded from Rome Papal) may be here alluded to, in the 
expiration of both their eccleſiaſtical and temporal intereſt. 
So that this conjecture upon the name does confirm that 
other of Mr. Mede, that the Stata Della Chieſa, or the 
territory and poſſeſſion of Italy belonging to the See of 


Rome, is the place called Armageddon, where the final 
deſtruction of Antichriſtianiſm will be.

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t But thirdly, ſeeing I have touched but ſlightly upon 


the millennium, or the thouſand years reign of the ſaints: 


on earth; I ſhall deſire you to think a little further on 
this, as the greateſt event that is to happen before the end 


of the world. 


* dare not indeed expatiate upon this vaſt ſubject; 


only I ſhall ſuggeſt a few things concerning it. The 


firſt is, that this is to begin immediately after the total 


and final deſtruction of Rome Papal, in or about the year 
2000; and that therefore Chriſt himſelf will have the 
honour of deſtroying that formidable enemy, by a new 
and remarkable appearance of himſelf. 


<« But 2dly, we muſt not imagine that this appearance 


of Chriſt will be a perſonal one, no more than his ap- 
pearance in the deſtruction of the Jews by Veſpaſian and 
Titus was ſuch : For the heavens muſt retain him, until 
the great and laſt day of the conſummation or reſtitution of 


all things. Thirdly, Yet we muſt have a care of con- 
founding this millenary peaceful ſtate of the church, 
with the day of judgment: Seeing nothing is more 
plainly diſtinguifhed, than theſe are in the 2oth chapter 
of the Revelation; where it is told us, That after the 
_ theufand- 2. are expired, Satan ſhall be again let looſe, 


and men ſhall apsflatize almsft univerſally from Chriſt, and 


make war againſt the ſaints; and that after the deſtruction 


of thofe enemies, the day ef judgment ſhall commence. 


And therefore, fourthly, we are not to imagine that the 
millenary reign of the ſaints ſhall be free from all mix- 
ture of hypocriſy and wicked men, or from ſin and 
trouble: Seeing the ſudden and general apoſtacy that 
follows that period 1s a demonſtration, that all were not 
Ifrael that feigned themſelves. to be of it, and wanted 
therefore only an opportunity to ſhake off the church's 
yoke. Nay, the expiration of that period ſhews, that 
long peace and proſperity muſt have corrupted the church 
itſelf; elſe it cannot be conceived to be conſiſtent with 
the equity and goodneſs of God to ſuffer her enemies to 


go fo near to the total extirpation of his own profeſſing

« Mark that the great earthquake, 7. e. the great 
alteration of affairs in the land of Papacy, muſt for that 
time happen only in the tenth part of the city that ſhall 
fall. 


« Now what is this tenth part of the city, which ſhall 
fall? In my opinion we cannot doubt that 'tis FRANCE. 
This ki»gdom is the moſt conſiderable part or piece of 
the ten norns or ſtates which once made up the great 
Babylonian city.

%Fis ſaid, that the witneſſes heard a great voice fromm 
Jehven, ſaying, come up hither and that they aſcended in d 
cliud. I am much deceived, if this doth not lignify, that 
God, who is the maſter of hearts, ſhall change the heart 
of the King, and of his Council, and that we ſhall ſee a 
Revolution in France As it is the King of France wh 
contributed moſt to the glory of the Papacy, ſo it ſhall be 
the King of France that ſhall contribute moſt to his ruin. 


„ Some will doubtleſs aſk, what reafon I have to un- 
derſtand France, rather than any other kingdom, by this 
tenth part of the city, which is to fall after the earthquake? 
My reaſon is this---{ preſuppoſe that the city here ſpoken 
of is Babylon, or the papal empire, or. the Romiſh church, 
which is the empire of Antichriſt, This truth we have 
already proved. I preſuppoſe that France is one of the

ten horns of the beaſt; one of the ten kingdoms that were 
to be formed ' oũt of the ruins of the Roman Empire, ac- 
cording to Daniel, and which was to begin at the ſame 
time with the beaſt, according to St. John, that is, to be- 
gin with'the papal empire. This is evident in Hiſtory. 
I preſuppoſe France is one ſtreet, and one part of the city, 
(i. e.) of the papal kingdom. Nor can any deny but 
that the:Gallican church, or the church of France, ſtiles 
itſelf by the title of the Catholic Apoſtolic Roman church ; 
that the Pope reigns there over what is called ſpiritual ; 
that he hath there his miniſters and agents; that he re- 
ceiveth Annates from thence; ; and that there is no Arch- 
biſhop or Biſhop in France, but who receives his miſſion 
and authority from the Pope. I ſuppoſe that France is 
the moſt beautiful and glorious kingdom of all thoſe 
kingdoms which are tributary to the Pope. They do ſo 
account it, by.calling the King of France the moſt chriſtian 
King, and the eldeſt ſon of the church. And it is worthy 
of remark, that even.in St. John's time, France was by 
way of excellency {tiled the Province, becauſe of all the 
provinces of-the Roman empire, France, which was then 
called Gaul, was the beſt and the moſt powerful. 


“ Tis ſaid, that the tenth part of the city ſhall fall. 
This may at the firſt view appear a dreadtul prediction 
againſſ France. But yet it is not fo. For we muſt ob- 
ſerve, that this threatening, is not as it would at firſt 

ſeem, denounced againſt the tenth part of the city, but 
againſt the city itſelfl. Whereas France itſelf will in- 
creaſe both its ſtrength. and glory, by that falling off and 
withdrawing.
